As a matter of tradition and senti- 
ment, the "Old Annual" ihas, for the 
last twenty-three years, boon con- 
tinued by the long line of Junior 
Tears with a fair measuro of success. 
During the last few years, however, 
the sucoess of the publication has 
been of rather a doul>tral nature, for 
although it may have maintained the 
tradltton with a theoretical success, 
the publication lhas been losing out. 
From a circulation that was large 
and auliBtuitlal, It dwindled , down 
until practically only the Junior 
Years were Its subscribers. Prom a 
self-fiuprportlng Institution, the publi- 
cation lhas with startling rapidity 
slumped Into an enormous Inirden on 
the various classes, and a matter of 
personal liability on the personnel 
of its executive. 

After a fortnight's deliberation, 
the repposentativee to the Board from 
the classes of '22, In conference at 
the R.V.C. last evening, passed the 
following resolution: "That,- in view 
of the difficulty of getting the neces- 
sary organization for tbo editing and 
issuing of tho Annual as In former 
years.tho class of 1922 desires to dis- 
continue tho McOIIl Annual, and to 
su1>Btltute for It an all-oollege publi- 
cation." That resolution has evolved 
out of campua-wilde discussion, as the 
only logical and possible solution to 
the publication nucstion. The ques- 
tion of keeping the old tradition was 
felt very keenly by the classes of '22 
— some of the classes went on record 
as wishing to keep np the tradition 
despite the chances of financial chaos. 
But In several cases, it was with con- 
siderable ihealtanoy that the classes 
gave their consent; the decjding fac- 
tor was the resolution passed by Arts 
'23 to the effect that "they opposed 
the publication of the Annual." With 
Arts on the sidelines, it was realized 
that any attempt at editorial organ- 
ization would be futile — when ap- 
pealed to, the other faculties wore 
unwilling to furnish the organization 
to carry on an Annual with a dissent- 
ing Junior Year — Ihonce, the "Old 
Annual" is no more.

CYNICISM 

t'-^-'' li.was Robert Louis Stevenson who siid that there was no hap 
pier man than the cynic. From the assumed elevation of h.s.own 
fancied superiority he could look down upon the masses of the mcdi- 
ocre and pass judgment. Not for him were the minor dtsabtl.tics and 
^' shortcomings of the plodder - by l.is own mental attitude he. had 
• pUced himself nloof and apart, and. encased within his armour of 
,^^^.nlcism. he could disregard the wrath of those upon whotn his dis- 
paragement might fall. " , ^ p .t. 

There can be-no gainsaying the undoubted advantages of the 
mentai attitude which we call cynicism, if we are to consider as an 
advantage « fancied and self-bestowed superiority over the common 
run of humanity. Though he may not have one-tenth the staying 
power nor the resolution of one of these plodders your cynic may 
discount that and more by a few barbed wofds which carry with 
them the implication of condesoension and superiority. To some 
types of minds it is undoubtedly pleasant to be in a position to do 
this sort of thing— their little souls are stirred with the thought that 
they, in some indefinable way, are on a different plane from the ordi

Some one, after detailing an elabo- 
rate recipe for salad, woimd up the 
onumaration nf ingredients and 
quantities with the ad\1c« to "open 
the window and throw it all away." 
This advice might be applied to thd 
foreKotng .enumeration of the lawa of 
Style, unless these were supplement- 
ed by the Important law of Variety. 
A style which rigidly interpreted the 
precepu of economy, etmpilcity, so- 
quence. and cllmax; which rejected 
all superfluous words and redundant 
ornaments, adopted the easiest .-.ikI 
nosl logical arrangement, and closod 
every sentence and every paragraph 
with a climax, might be a very per- 
fect bit of moaalc, but would want 
the glow and movement of a living 
mind. Monotony would settle on It 
like H paralyzing frost . . Hut with- 
out invoking extreme cases, let us 
simply remember . . . that it is . . . 
easy for sentences to be too compart 
. . . and that many a happy negll- 
(lence. which to microacoplc criticism 
may appear defeetlvv, will be tho 
means of giving clearness and grace 
lo a style. Of course the Indolent 
Indulgence in this laxity robs atyio 
of all gracA and power. But monot- 
ony' In the structure of sentences, 
monotony of cadence, monotony of 
climax, monotony cverywhero, ncccs- 
narlly defeats the very aim and end 
of style; It calls attention to Ibc 
manner; it blunts the senslbllltlps; 
It renders excellenclea odious. 

And how is Variety to be secured? 
Th« plan I» simple, but like many 
other simple plans, is not without 
difficulty. It Is for the writer to obey 
the great cardinal principle of Sin- 
cerity and be brave enough to ex- 
press himself In bis own way, follow- 
ing the moods of his own mind, 
rnilier than ondeavorlnK lo catch the 
accentK of another, or to adapt him- 
self to Kome standard of taste. No 
man really feels and (hinks monot- 
ODoiisly. If he is monotonous in his 
manner in setting forth his thoughts 
and feelings, that Is either because 
he has not learned (he art of writlnK. 
or because he is more or less con- 
soiouply Imitating the manner of 
others. The aubtie play of thought 
will give raorement to his style if he 
does not olog it with critical super- 
stitions. I do not say that It will 
Kivo him grace and power; I do not 
say that relying on perfect sincerity 
will make him n fino writer, because 
sincerity will not give, talent, but I 
say that sincerity will give him all 
the power that is possible to him. and 
will recure him the inestimable ex- 
cellence of Variety. — Oèorge Henry

When the semestor opened iMt fall 
tha plao was taken oadar considéra - 
tioa by the exeeutlve committee of 
the Asaoclated Students of the Uni- 
versity and favorably reported. An- 
nouncement of tryonts was made and 
a large number of students signed up 
for the work. The dnttes of the under- 
graduate range from wstar boy on 
the football field, a position delegated 
to sophomores, to student manager 
of football, which position 1» being 
held by C. S. Honeywell '91. ' 

The student matuiger Is in charge 
of all athletic equipment for his sport, 
makes arrangements for reservations 
on trips and aupervlees the training 
quarters. In return for this service 
It Is planned to award an athletic 
letter to the sport handled by the 
manager. Tryouta begin In the soph- 
omore year and the numher of aspir- 
ants ia cot down every semester until 
final cbolce Is made and the appoint- 
ment confirmed by the student exe- 
cutive committee and the graduate 
manager.
